j Student  Senate  Ponders 
Bill  to  Eliminate  Royalty

A proposed  bill  eliminating  campus  queens,  excepting 
Homecoming  and  Belle  of  the  ‘Y,’  was  discussed  Monday  eve- 
ning by  the  Brigham  Young  University  Senate. 

The  Senate  discussion  brought  out  that  the  proposed  bill 
would  eliminate  all  inter-organization  queens,  including  girls 
representing  ROTC,  Delta  Phi  and  social  units. 

Eliminated  by  the  spirit  of  the  law  also  would  be  Preferred 
Men,  according  to  Rex  Lee,  Senate  president. 

He  appointed  Senator  Kay  Sundwall,  chairman  of  Commit- 
tee A,  sponsors  of  the  bill  to  hold  an  open  forum  meeting  on 
the  bill  to  discuss  it  with  the  groups  affected. 

Included  in  the  “queen”  bill  is  a proposal  to  outline  the 
qualifications  for  the  remaining  contests.  In  order  to  make  the  . 
election  as  well  rounded  as  possible,  the  bill  would  stipulate 
selection  from  qualifications  including  “representative  portions 
of  personality.” 

Senator  John  Anderson  asked  the  Senate  to  await  advice 
from  Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball  of  the  Quorum  of  Twelve, 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  who  spoke  on  the 
subject  at  Leadership  Week  at  Sun  Valley  before  the  school 
year  began. 

Pres.  Lee  assigned  several  of  the  senators  to  contact  groups 
to  be  affected  by  the  proposed  law  and  encourage  them  to  be 
present  at  the  open  forum  to  ie  held  to  discuss  the  bill. 

A clause  would  also  be  included  in  the  new  law  forbidding 
i giH  who  has  been  a queen  from  entering  competition  for 
'the  honor  again.  j —

He  was  rushed  to  a Springville 
physician  where  he  was  pro** 
nounced  dead  on  arrival. 

Gustin  was  an  outstanding 
athlete  both  in  high  school  and 
college.  His  high  school  team 
won  the  state  championship  his 
senior  year  in  1952.  The  same 
year  he  was  selected  on  the  all- 
state  team  and  received  the 
“Basketball  Player  of  the  Week” 
and  the  “Most  Outstanding  Play- 
er” awards.
